It is not improbable that a bill to 
limit the hours of railway employes 
will be formulated next week by the 
committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce of the house, says a Wash­ 
ington d -patch.

the committee will prepare its recom­ 
mendation along the lines of tile bill 
introduced by Representative 
Esch. 
The Esch bill on this subject was in­ 
troduced April 26. 1906, and was fa­ 
vorably reported from the committee 
a month later.

agreement in the committee to modi­ 
fy in some respects its recommenda­ 
tion of last year.

house. Thi- legislation has been made 
the order of business by the commit­ 
tee to provide for tomorrow.

for an eight hour schedule for tele­ 
graph operators . Tiffs is not covered 
iii the senate bill. 
The Fsch bill gives 
the companies -ix months in which to 
adjust their schedules to meet thc new 
requirements. 
The senate bill is ef­ 
fective immediately upon its passage. 
The Esch bill makes it the duty of 
the United State- district attorney to 
bring suit- to enforce the penalities of 
the act. 
This provision is not con­ 
tained in the senate bill and there are 
other differences of phraseology injj 
the two measures.

“ It will probably be found neces­ 
sary to disassociate, in the case of oil, 
as in that of other commodities, the 
function of transportation from that 
of production and transportation.” 
The investigation by the commis­ 
sion failed to disclose any instance 
where a railway company has been in­ 
terested directly in oil lands or in pe­ 
troleum production, only one instance 
was discovered where officials of a 
railway company were interested in 
the production and sale of oil. 
This 
related to certain officials of the Bal­ 
timore & Ohio Southwestern railroad, 
who owned stock of the Argand Re­ 
fining company, wrhich was on their 
recommendation afterward sold to the 
Standard Oil company, and the lubri­ 
cating contract which the road trans­ 
ferred to the Galena Oil company, a 
Standard concern. 
Monopoly Makes Big Profit 
Discussing 
n 
detail 
its 
charges 
against the Standard Oil company, the 
commission says in part: 
“The Standard Oil* company largely 
monopolizes the handling of petro­ 
leum from the mouth of tile well un­ 
til it in sold to the retailer, and some­ 
times to the consumer, and under or­ 
dinary circumstances its margin of 
profit is very large. 
“The evidence shows little basis for 
the contention that the enormous div­ 
idends of the Standard Oil company 
are the legitimate result of its econo­ 
mies. 
Except for its pipe lines, the 
Standard has but little legitimate ad­ 
vantage over the independent refin­ 
ers. 
At the basis of the monopoly 
rests the p pe line. 
The 
Standard 
may today pump oil from a well in 
Indian territory to its refinery at Jer 
sey City. 
Cost of Piping Low 
"The cost of piping a barrel of oil 
from the Kansas field to the Atlantic 
seaboard would not be much, if any 
above 30 cents. 
The independent re 
finer is located usually near the source 
of the crude supply, but the Standarc 
locates its refineries near the great 
centers of distribution. 
"The independent refiner in interior 
Kansas finds it difficult lo dispose o 
his residual, such as fuel oil, because 
the railroad rate is almost as much as 
its value: but the Standard has at the 
doors of its refinery in Kansas City 
market at a favorable price for a large 
part of this by-product, and this is oil 
itself an enormous advantage. 
“ Possession of the pipe lines allow 
the Standard absolutely to control the 
price of crude petroleum and the price 
which its competitors in a given lo 
cality shall pay. 
It can raise 
the 
price in one locality and obta n its 
own oil from another and reverse the 
process when it desires to do so. 
Railways Aid the Trust 
‘The pipe line system of the Stan 
dard is not a natural, but rather an 
artificial advantage. 
The reason why 
lone pipe lines competing with thos 
of the Standard have not been pro 
vidcd is found In obstacles thrown in 
the way of such undertakings, having 
been opposed by the railways, whose 
right of way has generally stood as 
Chinese wall against all attempts to 
extend pipe lines. 
“ However, in cases brought to the 
attention of the commission, every ta 
cility has been extended by the rai 
ways to the Standard for the construe 
tion of pipe lines. 
“ VV bile the Standard has not receiv 
cd rebates, it has nevertheless enjoyed 
secret rates possessing all of the cie 
ments of illegal rates, and the advan 
tages obtained over independent ship 
pers have been of very great value to 
that company.” 
Plots Ruin of Competitors 
The commission then relates sever 
a1 instances of this kind similar to the 
one detailed in the report of the com 
missioner of corporations, and pro 
ceeds: 
"The ruin of its competitors 
has 
been a distinct part of the policy oil 
the Standard Oil company in the past 
systematically and persistently 
pur­ 
sued. 
One method has been the or­ 
ganization of a perfect system of es­ 
pionage over the shipments 
of 
its 
competitors 
resulting in 
knowledge 
as to the destination of every car of 
oil leaving the refinery of an indepen­ 
dent. 
The Standard agent at the des­ 
tination is held responsible lf the in­ 
dependent oil is sold. 
"It does not appear that the railroad 
companies have directed the furnish­ 
ing of this information, or that the 
practice has been sanctioned by su­ 
perior offic’als of the road, but it does 
apear that such information is 
sys­ 
tematically obtained 
from 
railroad 
employes. 


Had Fund for Corruption 
"The testimony shows 
that 
the 
Standard at one time, if it does not 
now, devoted a fund to the purpose of 
obtaining this information. 
It 
has 
frequently happened when the supply 
of independent oil in a particular ter­ 
ritory was low and a shipment was 
peculiarly necessary that the shipment ’ 


has unaccountably gone astray. 
“ Information also appears to have 
been given the Union Tank line, 
creature of the Standard, concerning 
the whereabouts of its 
cars, 
while 
such information was not furnisher 
to other owners of tank cars, 
anc 
some discrimination in tank car mile­ 
age in favor of the tank line is shown 
for one railroad. 
"Many roads issued pa."es on ac-* 
count of the Union Tank line which 
were, in fact, used by selling agents 
of the Standard. 
Many local agents 
of roads have been in the employ ol 
the Standard, and this may account 
for the unsatisfacto!y service accord* 
cd to Independent shippers. 
Discrimination by Railroads 
“ Most roads charge higher rates or 
oil in tank car> destined to consignees 
who do not have proper facilities foi 
unloading, such as storage tanks sc 
situated that the oil can be transferee 
by pipe from the tank car to the stor 
age tank. 
“This has brought about the erec 
t:on of distribution tanks in all parti 
of the country. 
The tanks are neces 
sarily located near the railroad tracks 
md there was much complaint tha 
ie railroads allowed the Standard t< 
erect its tanks at convenient point 
on the railroad right of wray and de 
dined to accord this privilege to in 
ependent refiners. 
The commissio: 
is satisfied that such discriminate 
las been very generally practiced i 
he past. 
“At present every big railroad i 
the United States is buying of the G 
lena Oil company, one of the Star 
dard companies, most of its lubrical 
ng and signal oils; the prices pal 
for lubricating oil, which is of thre 
grades, being substantially the sam 
to the various roads. 
The contract 
generally contain a guaranty to th 
road that the cost of lubrication sha 
not exceed a certain sum per car mi 
or engine mile, and provide for oil ii 
specters appointed by the oil con 
panv to supervise the use of the oil. 
Extravagantly High Prices 
"The Galena company is rarely ca 
cd upon to pay anything under ti 
guaranty and the prices obtained b 
the oil company 
are 
extravagant 
high. 
Oils of the same grade cou 
be bought in the open market 
about one-half the Galena company 
prices." 
Closing its report with a discussi 
of the difficulties confronting the gc 
eminent iii coping with 
all 
the 
evils, the commission says: 
“ The amended act to regulate col 
merce makes the existing pipe Hn 
common carriers subject to that ai 
and the power to prescribe just a 
reasonable 
rates, 
regulations, 
practices, after complaint and hearii 
is conferred upon the 
commissi* 
But the pipe line tariffs filed vv:th 
commission are alleged to be of no 
tual advantage to 
the 
indepemh 
operators. 
Commission Is Handicapped 
"The commission can only act up 
these schedules after complaint I 
been made challenging specific rat 
regulations, or practices. 
Some ca 
plaints are now pending. 
How 
the amended act will prove adeqii 
to the correction of such injustice 
now exists in respect of this tariff 
to he seen. 
"Since in the past petroleum ra 
have not always been established 
promote, but often to check traf 
and the tariffs are more or less pe 
moated with disseminations in fav 
of the Standard Oil company, it rn 
be that this discrimination will nev 
be eliminated by any process of cot 
plaint against a specific rate or pra 
tice. 
Monopoly Worst in Existence 
"Judging by the past, discrimin 
tions as to tlrs traffic may arise mo 
frequently than 
those now existii 
can be routed out by that method 
no other important traffic is there 1 
aproach to the monopoly of the Sta 
dard Oil company in that of oil. Wh 
other remedies in addition to tho 
already provided it may be necessa 
to prescribe can he better determim 
in the near future by the results 
experience In administering the pre 
cnt law.”

The civil authorities claim­ 
ed that the case came under their 
jurisdiction and that the two accused 
soldiers should be tried in the civil 
courts. 
The war department, how­ 
ever, denied the right of the civil au­ 
thor ties to interf*r, 
in the matte*. 
The question has been argued in the 
courts here on several different occa­ 
sions and the final result is that the 
contention of the civil 
authorities 
was upheld. 
Owing to the long de­ 
lay in bringing the case to trial, three 
important witnesses are dead and sev­ 
eral arc missing.

be considered wonderful. The activity 
of the roots represents a great deal of 
power. 
They bore into the soil and 
flatten themselves to penetrate a crack 
In a rock. 
Invariably the tips turn 
away from the light. 
The growing 
point of a tiny outer root Is back of 
the tip a small distance. 
The tip is 
driven on by the force behind it and 
searches the soil for the easiest points 
of entrance. 
When the tips are destroyed by ob­ 
structions, cold, heat or other causes, a 
new grow'th starts in varying direc­ 
tions. The first roots thicken and lie- 
come girders to support the tree, no 
longer feeding it directly, blit serving 
as conduits for the moisture and nour­ 
ishment gathered by the outer root­ 
lets, which are constantly boring their 
way into fresh territory. 
These ab­ 
sorb w ater charged with soluble earth, 
salts, sulphates, nitrates, phosphates of 
lime, magnesia aud potash, etc., which 
pass through tile larger roots, stem 
and branches to the leaves, the labora­ 
tory of new growth. 
An oak tree may have 700,000 leaves. 
From June to October it evaporates 
220 times its own weight of water.
